The  coins  listed  below  have  a uniform  characteristic  largely  not 
mentioned  in  the  grading  of  the  individual  pieces  unless  otherwise  de- 
scribed. They  were  briskly  rubbed  with  a high  quality  silver  cleaner  at 
one  time.  The  mint  lustre  was  removed  from  those  pieces  that  had  it, 
and  all  received  a high  surface  polish  regardless  of  their  general  condi- 

It  should  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  this  vandalism  was  perpetrat- 
ed several  years  ago.  The  majority  of  the  coins  are  now  acquiring  a 

pleasant  light  grey  natural  tone.

The  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  was  founded  in  early  May,  1783 
at  von  Steuben's  headquarters  near  Newburgh,  New  York,  by  of- 
ficers of  the  Continental  army  and  navy.  Its  first  president-gener- 
al was  George  Washington.  The  second  was  Alexander  Hamilton. 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  is  named  in  honor  of  the  Society.  The  Society 
itself  derives  its  name  from  Lucius  Quinctius  Cincinnatus,  the 
Roman  called  from  his  rural  retirement  in  the  6th  century  B.C.  to 
defend  the  republic.  After  completing  his  task,  he  retreated  again 
to  his  farm.  George  Washington  and  his  companions  viewed  this 
as  a model  for  their  own  behavior.  Today's  Society  has  2,900 
members,  all  male  descendants  of  Revolutionary  War  officers.  It 
celebrates  its  200th  anniversary  in  May,  1983.
